'E CHEROKEE BOOMERS ARE RESTLEsS. 


ee 
Thousands of Them Ready to Move on the 
Strip. 

Wionrra, Kas., Jan. 27.—[{Special.]|—The 
Kansas and Oklahoma borders of the Cherokee 
Strip are alive with boomers, the number of 
the O’Connor-Dill colony alone being esti- 
mated at upwards of 12,000. For weeks these 
people have been gathering from all the West- 
ern States, and up to within tho last day 
or two they have quictly awaited the 
signal from headquarters for the proposed 
grand rush which is in one day to people the 
rolling prairies of the strip whether the Gov- 
ernment consents or not. Thursday next was 
the time set for the in vasioh, but the rumor 
that there might be a delay hurried the de- 
parture of hundreds of squatters from their 
camps along the borders, and the last two 
days have seen the erection of shanty after 
shanty and tents by the score. Somehow the 
leaders have arrived at the conclusion that the 
Government will not molest them if they 
can make the incursion in sufficient numbers, 
and Pat O’Connor, the founder of Cherokee 
City, which was burned twice by the soldiers, 
is holding back his colony until all the tardy 
members get in so that he may have enough 
supporters about him this time to hold the 
town site against all opposition. 

A party of town-site boomers from Cald- 
well chartered a special train there this even- 
ing, and about 300 men with tents and box 
houses ran down the Rock Island road about 
forty miles to a station named Enid, on the 
Nescatunga River, where by tomorrow morn- 
ing will have sprung up the nucleus of a fut- 
ure city. Some of the leaders of this scheme 
are now in Arkansas City, where Friday a 
mass convention will be held to urge Congress 
to open the strip at once, and it is proposed, 
if possible, to capture the greatest part of the 
convention and run them on to cornor lots in 
the new plotted town. _

MIXING UP THE FAIR AND THE NATIONAL 
ELECTION BILL. a 

The war freed the blacks from the bondage 
in which their Southern masters had held 
them, but it did not free the Northern Dem- 
ocrats from the chains of their Southern 
rulers. The élavery of Southern biacks has 
ended forever. When that of Northern whites 
will cease and the doughface will be liberated 
from the shackles no man knoweth. That the 
day of release has not.come yet is shown by 
the recent action of the Democrats in the In- 
diana Legislature concerning the World’s 
Pair. 

The Legislatures of certain Southern States 
have declared that they will have nothing to 
do with the Exposition if the National Elec- 
tion bill passes. Obedient to orders given 
by their Southern bosses the Indiana Dem- 
ocrats are taking action to the same effect. 
If they were free men, permitted to act for 
themselves and not trembling at the crack of 
the master’s whip, they would never be guilty 
of such foolishness. They know perfectly 
well that if Congress passes the National Elec- 
tion bill that measure will have no more to 
do with the World’s Fair than the Appropria- 
tion bill which will have to be passed to cover 
the expenses of the recent Indian campaign.

JUDGE M’CONNELL’S DECISION. 
Judge McConnell’s decision in the Hyde 


Park saloon mandamus case is based on 


sound law and good sense, and if the attor- 
neys for the saloonkeepers take their threat- 
ened appeal to the Supreme Court it will be 
affirmed. The Supreme Court decisions for 
many years have been in line with that of 
Judge McConnell, and that court is not likely 
to depart from the doctrines which it has al- 
ready laid down in order to declare invalid a 
portion of a law whose validity it has af- 
firmed. The hope of the saloonists was based 
on a passage in the Mulkey decision againat 
the soundness of the first annexation law, re- 
ferring to the prohibition districts. But 
Mulkey is not now on the Suprethe bench. 
His dictum does not decide. 

Judge McConnell pertinently and cogently 
holds that the prohibition ordinance is gen- 
eral as tocitizens. By it nocitizen is re- 
stricted from selling liquor in certain por. 
tions of Hyde Park, and all citizens are pro- 
hibited from selling within certain districts. 
It therefore creates no monopoly in favor of 
any person.” This fully meets the contention 
of Mr. Coombs about “special legislation.” 
Coombes’ argument to the effect that a pub- 
lic interest has to be protectéd” is absurd and 
ridiculous, aud is fully answered by Judge 


-MeConnell when he says: 


Ever since the announcement by the Supreme 
Court in Jones vs. The People the business of 
retailing liquor in this State has no standing as a 
business belonging to a citizen as a vested right. 
That case settled the constitutional right of the 
Legislature to prohibit the retailing of liquor, 
and in many decisions since announced the Bu- 
preme Court has constantly treated the business 
of liquor-selling as one to be prohibited or regu- 
lated when demanded by public interest. 

The prohibition districts were created by 
ordinance in Hyde Park. The ordinance was 
given specifically the effect of law by the Leg- 
islature. It was passed in the first place in 
the public interest. It was continued in the 
publie interest. "Any reasonable saloonkeep- 
er will admit that to place a saloon in a resi- 
dence block is to depreciate property. The 
property-owners have a right to protection 
against depreciation, and municipal bodies 
have the power to give such protection. In 
the gity now, under ordinances recently passed, 
livery stables, hospitals, etc., are excluded 
from residence blocks because they tend to 
lower the value of property. In Hyde Park 
also there were ordinances excluding fertiliz- 
ing factories and such like establishments 
from the thickly-settled portions of the vil- 
lage, not alone for sanitary reasons but be- 
cause they affected the value of property or 
caused serious annoyance to the citizens. The 
validity of those ordinances is not questioned. 

There can be no doubt then of the right of 
municipal bodies to pass ordinances govern- 
ing the location of saloons. The City Council 
of Chicago can provide for their exclusion at 
the request of the property-owners from a 
block, a precinct, a ward, or any other politi- 
cal or arbitrary division of the city under the 
powers delegated to it by the Legislature. 
The saloonists will have only their labor for 
their pains, and perhaps a more radical de- 
cision against them than that of Judge Me- 
Connell if they insist on appealing to the Su- 
preme Court.

‘The silver bugs are seeking to gam the sup- 
port of the wageworkers in the United States 
by alleging that the adoption of an unlimited 
coinage of silver would be immediately fol- 
lowed by an increase in wages corresponding 
to the depreciation in the purchasing power of 
the dollar. This is a bold misrepresentation, 
so far as can be judged by the light of history. 
Those who remember the course of events 
during the war in the sixties know that there 
was ho general advance in the rate of wages

Tun statement has been made by Tun Txrs- 
ung that a depreciation of 20 per cent in the 
purchasing power of the workingman’s dollar 
would necessitate an advance of at least 25 
per cent in his wages in order to make things 
even with him. This is true, but it is a mis- 
leading way of stating the case. For while 
the ratio of 100 to 80 is the same as that of 125 
to 100, both being as five to four, so that if 
the silver dollar should be worth only 80 per 
cent of the value of the gold dollar it would 
take 126 of the silver dollars to buy 100 dol- 
lars in gold, or the same amount of property 
that could be purchased with the latter, yet 
most people, having forgotten the difference 
between premium and discount, would jump 
at the conclusion that an advance of 25 per 
cent in the wages of labor following a depre- 
ciation of 20 per cent in the value of the dol- 
lar would mean a net gain for the laborer of 
5 per cent, whereas, as explained above, it 
would leave him just where he was. 

One point made by an advocate of unlimit- 
ed coinage for silver is that, as the silver dol- 
lar at present is worth but about 80 cents in 
gold, while it will buy as much as the gold 
dollar, the same condition would obtain if 
the present rate of coinage were increased. 
He does not see that the adoption of his 
scheme would open up a vital difference. The 
Government of the United States now buys at 
its market value the silver offered up to a 
certain limit of quantity, and the difference 
goes into the Treasury, the same as in the case 


carry their poi the Government will be out 
of the market as a purchaser of silver and will 
simply stand ready to coin for others the 
bullion they may send in, putting into each 
silver dollar sixteen times the weight of the 
gold which constitutes the valuable part of the 
dollar that has a par value in the er- 
changes of Europe.

American Investments in a New Field— 
Cuban Ore for Pennsylvania and Coal in 


Sawrraco pz Copa, Jan. 18.— [Staff Cor. 
New York Tribune. Iron mining is the new 
industry of this anvient Spanish town. Less 
than ten years ago the first iron claim in the 
mountains of Eastern Cuba was officially 


it received a series of liberal concessions from 
the Spanish Goverament. It has a most ex- 
tensive plant, representing with the land 
an investment of over $2,500,000. It 
employs 2,000 miners and railway workmen, 
has a rolling stock of 1,600 cars, and requires 
for the transportation of its ore a ficet of 
twenty steamers. Two other companies, the 
Spanish-American and the Sigue, have been 
recently organised in New York and Phila- 
delphia for work in the foothills flanking the 
mountain range. The importance of this in- 
dustry, which has been in existence hardly 
more than six years, is shown by the commer- 
cial statistics furnished to me by the American 
Consul, Mr. Reimer, whose official service here 
has been exceedingly useful, and even brill- 
iant, especially in directing the attention of 
Northern capitalists to the mineral wealth of 
these mountains. During 1890 the iron ore 
exported to the United States amounted to 
857,060 tons, with @ valuation of $775,180, and 
the manganese to 25,187 tons, valued at $199,- 
910. This yeat these exports will reach 
$1,500,000 at the lowest estimate. It is easy
